GETTING AFTER “IRREGULAR 
PRACTITIONERS.” 


The Semi-Tropic Litigation Depre- 
- cated as It Win Retard Settle- 
ment—Dissatisfaction About In- 


sane Asylum Movements. 


SAN BERNARDINO, July 1.—[{Corre- 
spondence of Tur Trugs.| At a recent 
meeting of the San Bernardino county 
Medical Society, a committee was ap- 
pointed to look into the question of 
non-license physicians in the county, 
commonly known as “illegal practi- 
tioners“ of medicine. The committee 
has prepared a list of them and handed 
it to the District Attorney, who in- 
forms me that he intends to give a 
written notice to each one, so desig- 
nated, calling his atteution to the pro- 
visions of the law ating to the sub- 
ject and warning all to comply with | 
the same or they will be prose- 
cuted. The fourth annual edition of the 
official pee of physicians and sur- 
2 the State discloses the 
act that at the time it was com- 
piled, on March Ist last, there 
were nine such illegal practitioners i in 
this county. Some others not on the 
printed list have come into the county 
since the register was 8 There 
are two each at San Bernardino, Col- 
ton and Ontario; one at Redlands, one 
at Daggett, and one at Banning. The 
law in the premises is very explicit, 
and imposes pretty heavy penalties. 
Section 1 of the Amended Act of ane 
1, 1878, reads as follows: Eve 
son in this State medicine 
surgery in any of its departments ~~ 
the qualifications required 
his act. Every such person shall 
his 
boards 


diploma to one of 
of examiners herein 
named, ether with .the affidavit 
mentioned in section 3 of ‘this act. If 
the board shall find all the facts re- 
quired to be stated in the affidavit to 
be true, the board of examiners shall 
issue its certificate to that effect aligned 
by all the members thereof and sealed 
with the seal of the board, and such 
certificate shall be conclusive as to the 
medicine and su n any part o 
this State.“ 

Section 18 says: Any person prac- 
ticing medicine and surgery in — 
State without complying with the 
visions of this act shall be punishe a 
a fine of not less than 850 nor more 
than $500, or by imprisonment in the 
County Jail for a period of not less 
than 30 days nor more than 365 da ayes 
or both such fine and imprisonment fo 
each and every offense.” 

About three years ago the Superior 
Court of this county, Judge Gibson 
1 | passed this statute in 
he case of M. D. Kellogg.“ a tape- 
worm fiend, who cut a - great swell in 
this town, but, on information being 
filed against him, and a itd stiff de- 
fense made in his behalf, he was 
mulcted to the tune of $800, and, after 
pledging his team and carriage, in or- 

er to obtain security and stay of exe- 
cution, he skipped the country, and 
has not been eard of since.
